(2) The Soviet draft condemns U.S. acts designed to 
violate the UN Charter and te intensify the threet of war, 
insista that ths U.S. repeal its dsesision tc control ships from 
other states going tc Cuba, and calla on the U.S., Cubs and the 
USSR to enter into negotiations for the purpose of “removing 
the threat of war"; 


(3) fhe UAR and Ghana draft requests the Secretary General 
to confer with the parties directly concerned end calls upon 
Chem to rofrain from any astion which might aggravate the situation. 


We would request the current Prseident (Ried of the JAR for 
the tadance of Hovamber, fcllowad by Sir Patrick Dean of the UX 
in December) to sali ε meeting of the Council, indicating that 
egreement has been reashed on next steps.

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Reowever, the Cubans will probably insist on a long speech 
pressing their five domand:. The Security.Council has already 
taken a Gdecision to hear them in accordance with Rule 37, and 
4t is therefore unifkely the Zoviets will agree to a limited 
meeting as deaesribed above. In wiew of the fact that a Cuban 
stetement would have no practical effect on the Counsil dee 
liberations, asswaing that we and the Russians have egreed 

on the procedures and declarations, we should not make a 
maior issue sf this. In these eirocumstances, we assume that 
there would also te etatementsa by the other Security Councli 
members who will probably wish to commend the 5070 and the 
parties for brirging about an welleviation of the situation. 
Moreover, such a meeting would give ths Chilean and Venezusian 
representatives en opportunity to associate themselves with 
our mon-invasion pledge if they wish to do ac. In view of
